AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM 
BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, ESTABLISHING UNIFORM POLICIES FOR 
ADVISORY BOARDS AND COMMISSIONS; AMENDING EXISTING 
ORDINANCES THAT ESTABLISH SAID ADVISORY BOARDS AND 
COMMISSIONS; PROVIDING FOR LIMITING THE NUMBER OF BOARDS 
AN INDIVIDUAL MAY SERVE ON; PROVIDING FOR REMOVAL WITHOUT 
CAUSE; PROVIDING FOR AUTOMATIC REMOVAL 2^ REAPPOINTMENT; 
PROVIDING FOR EXCUSED MSENCES; PROVIDING FOR CANDIDACY 
FOR ELECTED OFFICE; DISQUALIFYING COUNTY EMPLOYEES PROM 
APPOINTMENT EXCEPT IN CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES; PROVIDING 
FOR LIMITS ON THE NUMBER OP MEMBERS; PROVIDING FOR 
RESIDENCY REQUIREMENTS; PROVIDING FOR PUBLIC NOTICE AND 
OPEN MEETINGS; PROVIDING FOR TRAVEL REIMBURSEMENT; 
PROVIDING FOR CONFLICTS OP INTEREST; PROVIDING FOR ANNUAL 
REPORTS; PROVIDING FOR QUORUM AND RULES OP ORDER; 
PROVIDING FOR SUNSET; PROVIDING FOR CONFLICTS WITH OTHER 
ORDINANCES; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN CODE OP LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING 
FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County, Florida, is served by a number of advisory boards and 
commissions which have been established over a considerable period 
of time; and 

WHEREAS, the provisions in the ordinances creating said boards 
and commissions are not uniform and consistent with each other in 
a number of respects; and 

WHEREAS, it is the desire of the Board of County Commissioners 
to provide uniformity and consistency with respect to certain 
policies. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

SECTION 1. 

The ordinances set forth in Exhibit "A” attached hereto and 
made a part hereof are hereby amended to provide the uniform 
provisions set forth herein. 

SECTION 2. NUMBER OF ADVISORY BOARDS AN INDIVIDUAL MAY SERVE 

ON. 

The maximum number of boards and commissions that an 
individual appointed by the Board of County Commissioners may serve 
on at one time shall be three (3) . Members affected by this 
requirement shall provide written notice within ninety (90) days of 
the adoption of this ordinance to their appointing authority of 
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their election to resign from a particular board or boards in order 
to comply with this requirement and shall continue to serve until 
their replacement is appointed. 

SECTION 3. LIMIT ON TERMS. 

There shall be no limit on the number of terms an individual 
may serve. 

SECTION 4 . REMOVAL "WITHOUT CAUSE”. 

All members of advisory boards and commissions that are 
classified as district appointees serve at the pleasure of their 
district Commissioner and may be removed without cause. 

SECTION 5. AUTOMATIC REMOVAL FOR LACK OF ATTENDANCE? EXCUSED 

ABSENCES? REAPPOINTMENT OP DISTRICT APPOINTEE 

Members of boards and commissions shall be automatically 
removed for lack of attendance. Lack of attendance is defined as: 
failure to attend three (3) consecutive meetings or failure to 
attend more than one-half of the meetings scheduled during a 
calendar year. Participation for less than three-fourths of a 
meeting shall constitute lack of attendance. Excused absences due 
to illness, absence from the county, or personal hardship, if 
approved by vote of the advisory board, shall not constitute lack 
of attendance. Excused absences shall be entered into the minutes 
at the next regularly scheduled meeting of the board of commission. 
A district appointee who has been automatically removed for lack of 
attendance may be reappointed by the district Commissioner. 
Members removed under this paragraph shall not continue to serve 
until a new appointment is made and removal shall create a vacancy. 

SECTION 6. ELECTED OFFICE. 

Members of advisory boards and commissions shall not be 
prohibited from qualifying as a candidate for elected office. 

SECTION 7. PROHIBITION OF COUNTY STAFF AS ADVISORY BOARD 

MEMBERS. 

County employees, other than Commissioner aids, may not be 
appointed to advisory boards except where technical/professional 
representation and county employee eligibility are specifically set 
forth in the ordinance creating the board or commission. Employees 
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of other units of local government may not represent their 
respective governments on advisory boards and commissions. 


SECTION 8. MAXIMUM BOARD SIZE. 

The preferred limit on the number of members on an advisory 
board shall be nine (9), provided however, that in no event shall 
the membership exceed eleven (11). Current boards and commissions 
with more than eleven (11) members, other than those listed on the 
attached Exhibit "B", shall be revised to conform to this policy by 
January 1, 1992. By January 1, 1993, those boards and commissions 
shall be further limited to a maximum of nine (9) members. The 
Board of County Commissioners may authorize exceptions to this 
policy. 

SECTION 9. RESIDENCY. 

All advisory board and commission members must be residents of 
Palm Beach County at the time of appointment and while serving on 
the board. 

SECTION 10. PUBLIC NOTICE AND OPEN MEETING. 

Reasonable public notice of all advisory board and commission 
meetings shall be provided and all such meetings shall be open to 
the public at all times. 

SECTION 11. TRAVEL REIMBURSEMENT. 

Travel reimbursement is limited to expenses incurred only for 
travel outside Palm Beach County necessary to fulfill board member 
responsibilities when sufficient funds have been budgeted and are 
available, and upon the prior approval of the Board of County 
Commissioners. No other expenses are reimbursable except 
documented long distance phone calls to the liaison County 
department. 

SECTION 12. ETHICS; CONFLICT OF INTEREST. 

Advisory board and commission members shall be governed by the 
applicable provisions of the Palm Beach County Ethics Ordinance 
upon its adoption. 

SECTION 13. ANNUAL REPORT. 

Each advisory board or commission shall submit an annual 
report to the Board of County Commissioners. The form, substance. 
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and submittal dates for annual reports shall be established by a 
Policy and Procedure Memorandum (PPM). 


SECTION 14. OUORUM/ROBERT«8 RULES OF ORDER. 

A quorum must be present for the conduct of all advisory board 
and commission meetings. A majority of the members appointed shall 
constitute a quorum. All meetings shall be governed by Robert's 
Rules of Order. 

SECTION 15. SUNSET. 

A schedule shall be established by Policy and Procedure 
Memorandum (PPM) for review to determine whether to continue or 
dissolve the advisory boards and commissions presently established. 
Initial review shall be staggered between three (3) and five (5) 
years from the effective date of this ordinance and every three (3) 
years thereafter. At least ninety (90) days prior to the scheduled 
review, each advisory board or commission shall submit a written 
recommendation to the Board of County Commissioners as to whether 
the board or commission should be continued or dissolved. If the 
recommendation is to continue, the recommendation shall also 
include any recommended revisions to the enabling ordinance. 

SECTION 16. REPEAL OF ANY LAWS IN CONFLICT. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall supersede any and all 
provisions of the ordinances, as amended, listed in the attached 
Exhibit "A" to the extent of any conflict. Any statutory or 
Charter provisions in conflict with this ordinance shall remain in 
effect. The provisions of this ordinance, and any subsequent 
amendments thereto, shall be included in the next proposed revision 
to each enabling ordinance, but in no event later than two years 
from the effective date of this ordinance. 

SECTION 17. SEVERABILITY. 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase or word of 
this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 

unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this ordinance. 
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SECTION 18. INCLUSION IN CODE OF LAWS AND ORDIWANCEfl. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The sections of this ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance” may be 
changed to "section”, "article", or any other appropriate word. 

section 19. EFFECTIVE DATE. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
